The joint 
r- solution failed and checks were re­ 
turned to Pratt and destroyed. 
Pratt 
was convicted Nov. 2 of bribery, and 
appealed. 
Pratt is subpoenaed to at­ 
tend the present trial. The testimony 
of Judge F. S. Shepherd of Cheboygan, 
who was chairman of the house judi­ 
ciary committee of the legislature, and 
of Henry M. Cheeve of Detroit, who 
moved the adoption of the resolution, 
was taken but nothing startling devel­ 
oped.
